UNCLASSIFIED 
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RESOURCES. MUCH OF THE PROPOSED WORK COMPLEMENTS 
ACTIVITIES IN AREA V (REUSE) AND, IN PRELIMINARY 
DISCUSSIONS, THE BRITISH LEADERS IN THIS AREA WERE 
RECEPTIVE TO THE POSSIBILITY OF FRANCE'S ACTING 
AS COPILOT IN AN EXPANDED AREA V. THERE WILL BE
